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MAN once decided to go into business. 

He wrote a letter to a leading manufac- 
turer. “I want to handle an article that needs 
no salesmanship, one that will sell itself,” he 
said. The manufacturer wrdte back, “We have no such pro- 
duct.” Not very long ago a similar letter came to this office. 
It contained this statement, “I would like to see the Evangel 
such a paper that it would sell itself, . 
that no one would have to make an 
effort to put it over.” Our reply was 
similar to that of the manufacturer. 
Is there such an article? Is there such 
a material? Is there such a provision? 
Is there such a plan? All of these 
loom up before us and we are made 
to always exclaim, “No.” The great- 
est thing ever given to mankind was 
the plan of salvation, with the Bible 
as its manual; but with all the won- 
derful promises provided in the Bible 
and the plan of salvation which it 
sponsors, it pleased God to use sales- 
men, ministers, to preach it and to 
put it over. An effort on the part 
of individuals is a necessity in put- 
ting anything over. 

In reading the characteristics of a 
good salesman we came across this 
statement, “A good salesman must do 
three things. First, he must inspire respect and confidence; sec- 
ond, he must arouse interest, and third, he must stimulate ac- 
tion.” I am wondering if these three characteristics are not, 
after all, the answer to the success of the divine salesman, the 
minister of the gospel. In order for salvation to be exemplified 
and its preaching to have an effect, the minister must inspire 
respect and confidence. And again, if preaching is what it ought 
to be, it will be interesting. If the Word of God itself were to 
arouse the interest, there would be no need for the preacher, 
but that is his part. And again, the confidence he inspires and 
the interest that he arouses should stimulate to action, if 
there is to be real results. Ministers, then, are divine salesmen, 
with the greatest plan ever inaugurated to offer to the world, 
a plan like all other plans, that does not work itself and does 
not sell itself but one that has to be sold. For this reason min- 
isters need to be as alert and as wide awake and on the job as 
any salesman. “We then, as workers together with him, beseech 
you also that ye receive not the grace of God in vain,” 2 Cor.

| tconage the heading of Secular Matter, 
Their Bills 


quite an interesting article appears in the 
May 4 issue of the Gospel Herald. The article 
contains excerpts from a diary of a physician of the early days 
of Indiana, the study of which shows that although money was 
very scarce people paid their doctor bills promptly and willing- 
ly. One of the receipts in the diary read, “Received from Ma- 
tilda Harris two gross of candles for payment in full for bill 
for milk sickness.” One of Matilda’s neighbors paid her doctor 
bill with pickles and butter, the latter selling at 10c a pound. 
Sarah Ann White, who suffered a broken arm, later made the 
physician two shirts and a coat as payment for setting the brok- 
en bone and giving additional care. Sambo, the village carpen- 
ter, made the physician a door for his office to settle with him 
for pulling the children’s teeth and vaccinating the members of 
the family. The diary is filled with many other interesting set- 
tlements and the records for the year 1867 show two bills on 
which no payment had been made. 

Perhaps the most interesting entry in the diary concerned a 
cholera epidemic, many victims dying. One woman in her late 
fifties recovered from the disease and paid her entire bill with a 
rag carpet woven at her own loom. The physician wrote in 
his diary a line of praise for the brilliant colors of the carpet, 
adding, “Beautiful are the fruits of Safronia’s loom.” In this 
case the fruit of Safronia’s loom was also the fruit of honesty 
and the records of the old doctor’s diary only show that where 
people were willing to pay bills they could find some way to 
pay on them. There may be exceptions in these days in some 
cases, but in the majority of cases where people desire to take 
care of obligations they can help in some way toward satisfy- 

ing those whom they owe, and when 
men use their strength that God has 
given them to pay their honest debts, 
it is then that the fruit of their labor 
is not only beautiful but enduring. 
Such a fruit should always accom- 
pany the religious life as honesty is 
one means of preaching the gospel of 
the Son of God. 


HERE is a cer- 
tain division 
among people who profess and teach 
holiness which is styled Free Pente- 
cost but we ask the question, What 
kind of Pentecost is free Pentecost? 
Does it mean that there are some 
things connected with Pentecost that 
are not free? No, but rather that 
those who profess to be Free Pente- 
cost do not believe in organization, 
that organization and government is 
binding, and that there is no freedom when there is system and 
order, and men in authority. But when I think of those who 
oppose order and government,’ I think of an illustration given 
by Clovis Chapell: “One day I see a magnificent engine on the 
Southern Railroad. I speak to that engine and tell it how I ad- 
mire its strength, its magnificent powers, its fleetness, then I 
add, ‘But there is one thing I cannot but condemn, that is, 
your narrowness. You allow pourself to be confined to a little 
track less than five feet wide. A miserable little road cart can 
go where you dare not go. When you get out in the field why 
don’t you assert yourself and claim your freedom?’ The engine 
listens and the next day when it is going fifty miles an hour it 
takes my advice and turns out into the green field. What hap- 
pens? The papers come out the next day announcing a tragic 
wreck on the Southern.” 

So it is with those who oppose government for government 
is the rail that keeps any movement on the track. To be sure 
all government is not of God but that government which has

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This passage of scripture implies that 
there is a difference between Christians 
and other men. It is a radical and per- 
manent distinction as regards their prin- 
ciples of action. My object is to show 
that their difference will manifest itself 
in the life. This I shall endeavor to do 
by showing, first, that this difference 
will be developed; and, second, by in- 
quiring what there is in the circumstances 
of the Christian adapted to bring out his 
principles. 


The first point is that the principles 
of Christian piety will be, in fact, de- 
veloped in the life. By this I mean that 
he who is truly a Christian in his heart 
will be a Christian in his life; that his 
conduct will be, not merely that of a 
professor, or a moral man, or an amiable 
and estimable member of his family and 
the community, but that he will be a 
religious man, that you may know where 
to find him on any subject pertaining 
to the kingdom of Christ. Now that 
this will be the case, for the nature of the 
change’is such that it does not take many 
words to prove, it cannot but develop it- 
self. 

Regeneration effects no direct revolu- 
tion in the intellect, but it does in the 
heart; none in the essential stamina of 
the mind but it does in the principle of 
action and in the volitions, desires, and 
slight change; it is so great as to make 
it proper to apply to it the terms “new 
creation,” “new birth,” and “life from 
the dead.” There is no other change in 
the human mind like it, none so deep, 
so thorough, so abiding. This is so clear 
in the Bible as to need no further proof. 

Now the proper place to manifest such 
a change is in the life and such a change, 
if it exists, will be manifest there. Neith- 
er the nature of the mind nor of religion 
will or can prevent it. Important revolu- 
tions in a man’s principles on any sub- 
ject we expect will be exhibited there, 
nor have we any evidence that they have 
occurred until we witness them in a 
man’s deportment. But the change in a 
man’s religious views and feelings in re- 
generation is one that affects him, not 
in any one department of life but in all. 
It is not a revolution whose effects we 
expect simply in the church or in the 
family, in the external conduct or in 
the abandonment of voice, but in all the 
appropriate circumstances of the man’s 
life. If a revolution like that exists it 
will be seen. It will constitute him a 
new man in Christ Jesus. 


The same thing is clear from the de- 
claration of the text. It is not “Ye ought 
to be the light of the world,” but “Ye 
are;” not that “Christians should be like 
a city set on a hill” but an affirmation

Matt. 5:14-16, “Ye are the light of 
the world. A city that is set on a bill 
cannot be bid. Neither do men light a 
candle, and put it under a bushel, but on 
a candlestick; and it giveth light unto 
all that are in the house. Let your light 
so shine before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your Fa- 
ther which is in heaven.” 





that they are such. Though exhortations 
are addressed to Christians in the New 
Testament urging them to a life of faith, 
yet they are also addressed as actually 
putting forth the principles of piety and 
as true to their God and Savior. “Ye who 
were sometime in darkness are light in 
the Lord.” “Believing ye rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory, receiving 
the end of your faith, the salvation of 
your soul.” “I thank my God,” says Paul 
to the Romans, “that your faith is spok- 
en of throughout the whole world.” 
“None of us liveth to himself and none 
dieth to himself.” It is unnecessary to 
multiply passages. All know that the New 
Testament abounds in expressions declar- 
ing as matter-of-fact that the gospel has 
an ascendency in the minds of its friends, 
nor would it be necessary to admit to 
this circumstance were it not that so 
many Christians are in the habit of re- 
garding the Bible as filled with exhorta- 
tions and commands which they are not 
expected to comply with rather than with 
sober statements of what the gospel ac- 
tually does accomplish among men. 


The truth is, God contemplated that 
the gospel should have effect, and such 
was in sober verity the early effect of 
the gospel so much so that Paul could 
address any church as actually manifest- 
ing the mighty change wrought by the 
Spirit of God. “Ye are our epistle,” said 
he to the church at Corinth, the living, 
standing proof at once of the power of 
the gospel and of the effect of his minis- 
try. We are told to-day that the language 
addressed to churches is not, “Ye are,”

but, “Ye ought to be the consistent fol- 
lowers of the Lord Jesus.” Oh when shall 
we be free from that miserable theology, 
which only chills and paralyzes and freez- 
es; that false philosophy which fetters 
the soul and binds the energies of the 
children of God; and that spirit of slum- 
ber which compels the ministry to say, 
“Ye ought to be the devoted followers 
of Christ,” and which seals our mouth 


‘when we would say, “Ye are living monu- 


ments of the power and grace of God”? 


Let no refutation be attempted here 
in the plea that the people whom Paul 
addressed had been heathens, and that 
therefore the change would be more man- 
ifest and this sort of appeal would be 
more proper. True, they had been heath- 
ens and the change was a proof which 
no infidel has met yet, that the gospel was 
from God, but the ground of the address 
to the primitive Christians was not what 
they had been so much as what they 
then were. Besides, is it reserved for us 
to meet a remark like this, that a people 
nursed in heathenism, and yesterday de- 
graded to the level of the brute and 
sunk in every species of abomination, 
were to be addressed as actually in ad- 
vance in Christian principles of the peo- 
ple of our time who have been trained 
from their earliest years in the great prin- 
ciples of the Christian religion? Are we 
to expect more living demonstrations of 
the power of piety from the recovered 
population of Athens, Corinth, and 
Rome, than from the people of these 
times? No, my Christian brethren, the 
gospel contemplates it as a matter of so- 
ber fact that we can appeal to you and 
to all Christians and say, ““Ye are (not 
ye ought to be) the light of the world.” 
We can address the language of obliga- 
tion and of duty to the most degraded 
population on the globe. We can ap- 
proach the profligate and the profane, 
and the pagan, with the language, “Ye 
ought to be humble followers of God.” 
We can approach true Christians with 
the language of certainty, and say, “Ye 
are the salt of the earth; ye are the light 
of the world.” No man is a Christian 
who cannot be addressed in this lan- 
guage. 

The same thing is clear if we look at 
the instances which are mentioned in the 
New Testament. In the case of Christ 
it is beyond the possibility of doubt; it 
is fair to adduce Him as a case in which 
the principles of religion were developed. 
True, He had no unholy propensity and 
needed no change, but His principles were 
put to the test and to a test unequalled 
in the life of man. On one occasion such 
was the pressure of circumstances, such

Question: Could a man be born of God 
and yet have sin in his heart?—J.R.S. 

Answer: Nothing is said in the Scrip- 
tures about having sin in the heart. The 
passage reads, “Whosoever is born of 
God doth not commit sin.” 

Question: Is it according to the Bible 
that not one will enter the kingdom of 
God except he pay tithes?—R. T. 

Answer: This exact statement is not 
found in the Word of God. Jesus said 
in Luke 11:42 that we ought to pay 
tithes. Such a statement from the Master 
should be all that is necessary for a dis- 
ciple who loves his Master, for we are 
taught “if you love me, ye will keep my 
words.” 

Question: At the resurrection of Christ 
paradise as it was at that time and hell 
both united; if so, does it have any con- 
nection with the scripture found in Isa. 
§:14 which reads, “Hell hath. enlarged 
herself, and opened her mouth,” etc.?— 
E. D. B. 

Answer: It is a common accepted 
teaching among Church of God preach- 
ers, that prior to the time of the cruci- 
fixion, hell, or Sheol as it appears in the 
Old Testament, was divided into two 
compartments, one for the wicked, an- 
other for the righteous, but that after 
Christ preached to the spirits in prison, 
paradise which was from beneath was 
moved to the place where it now is and 
where Paul was caught up. The scrip- 
ture referred to in Isaiah may refer only 
figuratively to Israel’s men who were 
dropping out because of their terrible 
lot in captivity and that this or the 
mysterious abode of the dead was opened 
wide to receive such a delusion of souls 
as were falling in the captivity. It is to 
be remembered that the word “hell” here 
comes from the word. “Sheol” which 
meant a large cave of darkness or that 
place to which all the dead both small 
and great went. 

Question: In Heb. 4:15 we read, Christ 
was tempted in all points like as we and 
yet without sin.” We also read in Heb. 
§:8, “Though he were a Son yet learned 
he obedience by the things he suffered.” 
How could this be?—L. S. 

Answer: There is no contradiction, 
neither discrepency in the scriptures men- 
tioned. Suffering is not sin, for according 
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to Psa. 34:19 many are the afflictions of 
the righteous, and there is suffering in 
affliction. Christ overcame temptation 
and was without sin, leaving us an ex- 
ample that we could do and be likewise. 

Question: Please explain Matt. 5:29, 
30, “And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out and cast it from thee,” etc. 
—B. E. P. 

Answer: This scripture is figurative 
language used by our Lord in teaching 
men the necessity of an overcoming life. 
It cannot be taken literally, in that the 
eye, hand, etc., do not commit evil only 
as they follow orders from the mind. 
These members of the body are used only 
to illustrate the passions of the human 
nature which are to be subdued by the 
overcomer, and they not be allowed to 
drag the whole being into hell. 

Question: Sin is said to be a trans- 
gression of the law. What law, the ten 
commandments or the Books of the Law? 
—R. D. 


Answer: Whatever law is in force. 
Under the Old Testament dispensation 
it was the ten commandments; under the 
new covenant men would be transgres- 
sors of the provisions of that covenant.

FROM 

Nassau it was only a one-hour-and-half 
ride by plane to Miami, from which city 
the Pan-American Airways operates its 
great fleet of mammoth flying boats or 
planes to Cuba, Jamaica and on to Pana- 
ma and S. American countries. The cruis- 
ing speed of these clippers (as they are 
called) -is from 140 to 150 miles an hour. 
Our flying altitude was about eight thou- 
sand feet the day that we went to Jamai- 
ca. The trip was a very pleasant one in- 
deed. It seems that no transportation 
company with which we have traveled 
could excel them in courtesy and friend- 
liness. Their service is such that one’s de- 
sire to do better in his ministerial duty is 
quickened. 

Even though we met with some dark 
clouds and some contrary winds, our 
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captain faced it with such a smile of con- 
fidence, the three men in the pilots’ cabin 
sat with such calmness, and the motors 
worked with such smoothness that one 
could hardly feel any uneasiness, and 
after you had gone through a few blus- 
tery clouds so safely and swiftly out into 


the bright sunshine again, instead of 
nervousness and crying the passengers 
were actually smiling and jubilant. I 


know that it was the power in_ those 
mighty motors that drove that giant bird 
of the skies up and through the clouds, 
but even though they were so powerful, 
yet they were unsafe except when an 
expert was at the controls. It was those 
efficient, smiling, confident, trust- 
worthy men in charge that kept the pas- 
sengers cheerful and brought them out 
smiling. Ministers, pilots, and leaders in 
the Church of God, let us learn a lesson 
from them. 


BETWEEN 


seven and eight hundred miles may seem 
quite a distance to make by auto or train 
in twenty hours, but all they ask is for 
five hours providing a 20-minute stop 
in Cuba, the land of sugar cane (in dire 
need of Church of God missionaries).

There! we feel a slight quiver- 
ing, and splash! the water flys by the 
window, look and there comes a strange 
looking launch with a strange flag and 
we are made to realize that for the next 
few days home customs must be forgot- 
ten and one must seek to adjust himself 
to the new order. Now we are in the cus- 
tomhouse and let it be said to the credit 
of the Jamaica government, it is as 
friendly toward true religion as any that 
we have acquainted ourselves with. As we 
receive the O. K. of the Jamaica custom 





officer we are met by a happy band of 
true Church of God saints, led by the 
overseer, Brother H. A. Hudson. The 
welcome given by the church at King- 
ston, as well as the visiting churches, was 
one of the most sacred and impressive ever 
given to this writer by any people.

The international situation grows more 
alarming by the minute. Try as hard as 
they will Great Britain and France appear 
unable to stop the onward march of the 
Nazi military machine. Norway has been 
won by Germany. Britain and France ad- 
mit they are licked there. Some Britons 
are actually clamoring for a peace with 
Hitler. Peace or no peace, Hitler and his 
colleagues are determined, in my opinion, 
to win this war. I fear that even England 
herself will be overrun by the Nazi 
hordes. Then, with Hitler controlling all 
of Europe, together with Mussolini and 
Stalin and possibly Spain’s Franco, all of 
whom are against God and His Christ, 
Jet America seek cover. With an Europe 
that hates us on one side and a Japan 
that hates us on the other, we will be in 


the middle of a bad fix. 


The Balkan countries, as yet neutral, 
are rapidly losing what confidence they 
had in England and France. In their 
hearts they want to line up with those 
two, yet, they are afraid that if and when 
the pinch of war comes that those coun- 
tries can’t stand by them as they should. 
They are remembering Finland, Norway, 
Denmark, Poland, Austria, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Ethiopia, Albania, Bohemia and 
other lands which were overrun by Hit- 
ler’s hordes while England and France 
failed to stop the deluge. The Balkan 
countries, Rumania, Yugo-Slavia, Tur- 
key, Greece, Bulgaria and others, are 
afraid to make a move in either direction. 
Be assured of this: Out of the chaos and 
despair and tottering civilization, the 
antichrist will appear. When he appears, 
God’s people who are walking in the 
light will leave here. Are you ready? 


Last year the writer heard the one and 
only R. P. Johnson deliver a message on 
the subject, “Do We Believe What We 
Believe?” I wish every member of the 
Church of God could hear that or read 
it. He insisted that if we did believe in 
the nearness of Christ’s coming we would 
act differently in praying, watching, car- 
rying a burden, working for souls, work- 
ing for our children’s salvation, etc. A 
most timely message, indeed. I have 
noticed this: In singing about or preach- 
ing about the second coming of Christ, 
the Holy Ghost will place the seal of His 
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approval upon it. A message on the 
“Signs of the Times” will make the devil 
rage and stir the powers of hell. 


There is one publication subscribed to 
by many preachers, that devotes its time 
and energy to lambasting the Jews. I 
merely want to insist that the Jew is still 
God’s man. He that harmeth _ Israel 
toucheth the apple of God’s eye. Let Ger- 
many, Italy, Russia and other countries, 
motivated by the spirit of antichrist, 
lambast the Jew, but let God’s Holy 
Ghost men and women let them alone. I 
will add this for good measure: Editors 
who do not possess the Holy Ghost ac- 
cording to Acts 2:4 are not eligible to ad- 
vise ministers of the Church of God con- 
cerning prophecy, nor anything else. If 
a man can’t see the clearness of the Holy 
Ghost baptism he surely can’t prophecy. 

The following dispatch from Washing- 
ton, D. C., as of May 3: “Martin Dies 
promises sensational revelations as a re- 
sult of his undercover investigation of 
the scope and operations of a ‘Fifth Col- 
umn’ in the United States, Mexico and 
South America. His mail on the threat 
of an internal invasion has increased ten- 
fold since the Norwegian affair, and he 
insists that his check-up has struck for- 
eign dirt. Communists, Fascists and 
Nazis have penetrated churches, civic 
clubs, the colleges, labor unions, and 
youth groups, according to the tall Tex- 
an. Thousands are now working in key 
factories and business concerns. Trained 
propagandists have been sent into Mexi- 
co by the thousands under assumed names, 
including some of Berlin’s and Moscow’s 
ablest trouble-makers. The influx of 
aliens below the Rio Grande, he main- 
tains, is far greater than a complacent 
American public senses. Mexican authori- 
ties privately concede that foreign arriv- 
als have reached huge proportions.” The 
foregoing need not be alarming until we 
recall that this was precisely the course 
adopted by Hitler in his successful in- 
vasion of Norway. He jammed the coun- 
try with thousands of Germans, soldiers 
and workers, who at the proper time 
donned their uniforms, seized their weap- 
ons and the invasion was complete. This 
is just another illustration of the com- 
plexity of the modern criss-cross and 
double cross. 


Clarence K. Streit, for ten years the 
Geneva (Switzerland) correspondent for 
the New York Times has recently writ- 
ten a book entitled “UNION NOW.” 
Mr. Streit is anticipating the antichrist 
as he urges that the democratic nations of 
the earth in both hemispheres, unite in 
one grand United States of the World. He 
suggests fifteen nations for the original 
signatories and suggests that other nations 
be admitted as they prove themselves 
worthy. It is amazing how so many “Big 
Men” urge things that are bound to be 
any way. I doubt if Mr. Streit ever heard 
of the antichrist and his coming reign 
upon the earth but he is doing some spade 
work for him.

IN EACH 


of these conferences there prevailed not 
only a spirit of enthusiasm but also an at- 
mosphere of solemnity, for truly our re- 
sponsibility is great and our duty a solemn 
one, demanding sober and sane considera- 
tion as well as burning zeal and fiery en- 
thusiasm. The time was, or may have 
been, when doctrines, teachings, and the 
program of the General Assembly, also 
that of the several states, were matters 
turned solely over to Church specialists, 
such as the general officials, educators, 
and leaders, to understand and expound, 
but in times like we live, every minister 
should be a specialist and be able to give 
not only our people but all inquiring souls 
a reason of the matter for which we 
stand. This is no time for any minister to, 
through laziness or lack of knowledge, 
pass all of the responsibility up to the 
higher officials. It is the state ministers’ 
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conferences that the reality of each min- 
ister’s responsibility strikes home, for as 
they begin to think, or figure in terms of 
their appointments as district overseers, 
pastors, young people’s leaders, etc., as co- 
workers with God and with each other, 
they think of their flocks as being com- 
posed of their Master’s lambs and sheep, 
then think of their sinner friends and 
even their enemies, lost and without God 
and without hope (in this world which 
may come to its destined and dreadful 
end soon), their enlightenment, salva- 
tion and establishment in the whole 
truth, then figure what a correct answer 
from the ministers’ lips or deportment 
may mean to their homes and lives. They 
leave these conferences less selfish and 
more like the Master, to enter whole- 
heartedly into their work. And if the 
reader would know more, just read the re- 
ports as they come out from week to 
week and month to month in the Church 
of God Evangel, also the Lighted Path- 
way.

Four Generations in the

I would like to have space to tell you 
how and why I am in the Church of 


God, and my experience, but it would 
take too long and too much space, but 
here is one thing I want to testify to 
God’s glory. 


I was reared in a Baptist home, be- 
longed to the Baptist church, and after 
I got saved in a holiness church I never 
cared to go back to my church. I prayed 
through to sanctification and the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Then when I 
began to pray for God to show me what 
church to go to, after much fasting and 
prayer, in a dream three different times 

I saw the Church of God and I never 
had heard of the Church of God till one 
night I was invited to attend a revival 
meeting and it turned out to be the 
Church of God. I began to feel satis- 
fied; here was the Church God was try- 
ing to show me. I subscribed to the 
Evangel and fell in love with this paper 
so much that I have sold hundreds of 
copies and sold almost one hundred sub- 
scriptions to it since I have been acquaint- 
ed with it.

My old ninety- 
one-year-old grandfather has taken fel- 
lowship with the Church of God and 
now makes the four generations of the 
Truett family as you see in the picture, 
who are members of the Church of God.

All four have been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. I was the first to accept and 
then encouraged the grandfather, father 
and son, who are now members of the 
Church of God.

His intense anxiety and such the mag- 
nitude of the inquiry, that He said, ““Now 
is my soul troubled and what shall I say? 
Shall I say, Father, save me from this 
hour, this impending calamity, this ter- 
rific, sad, and painful death? Shall I 
abandon this work, yield in the conflict 
and pray to God to save me from ap- 
proaching woes?” His own decision is 
well known,—“Father, glorify thy name. 
Let calamity come. Let me suffer. Let 
me die, but honor thou thy name.” 
Scarcely less clear was the case of the 
apostles. Who could doubt the principles 
of Paul? And yet Paul at conversion 
might have pleaded what would be plead- 
ed by thousands of professors as the rea- 
son why these religious principles are ob- 
scured, It was not that he had no pros- 
pect of honor and ease and affluence 
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that he became so decided a Christian. 
The path to fame and wealth was open 
before him. Oh, how much persecution 
and poverty and contempt and danger 
might he have avoided by a little of that 
regard to ease and affluence which thou- 
sands bearing the same honored name of 
“Christian” manifest. How easy for him 
also to have sunk the Christian in secur- 
ing the honors of office, the friendship 
and applause of mankind! But Paul 
judged differently; so of Peter, of John, 
of Moses, of Daniel, of Ezra, of Elijah, of 
John the Baptist. See Abraham leaving the 
land of his fathers at the command of 
God; see Moses despising the splendors 
of royalty, see Daniel encompassed with 
danger and death; see the martyrs wit- 
ness for God while they were stoned, 
sawn asunder, tempted, slain with the 
sword, and as they wandered about in 
sheep skins and goat skins, being desti- 
tute, afflicted, and tormented, while the 
flame encompassed the body or their sin- 
ews were torn by the rack. See the Son 
of God, always the friend of His Father, 
always showing what He was, and you 
have an illustration of what the Chris- 
tian’s principle is and is intended to be.
